The Bp. can return "Mx: Ps. own words to him (p.23.)) he 
has a reſpett for him, and defires not to be upon theſe terms with him 
any longer;' than he thinks fit to make it neceſſary, by 1preading and 
defending ſuch Principles, which rend to the fubverting Chriſti- 
anity, , at whichino Biſhop ought' to connive.. | 
To omit thimgs/leſs marerial, ( p. 24. } he / would inſmuate 
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the Bp. guilty of 7»/fncerity in ſaying, 7? was the firſt time he e- 
ver heard the Quakers own the neceſſity of Chriſt, as a Propiti- 
ation, in order to Remiſſion of Sins,and juſtifying them as Sinners from 
guilt: And tells the Bp. where poſlibly he might have read it. Anſw. 
Poſlibly the: Bp. may have read more than either then he did, 
or now does actually remember. He never had ſo much as ma- 
ny of the Quakers Books, much leſs has he them in his Me- 
mory ; but one he has now before him Inticled, The Second Part 
of the ſerious Apolagy for the Principles and Prattices of the People 
calledQuakers: By WILLIAM PENN. Printed 1671. In which 
( p. 148.) are theſe words. © This [ namely Juftification by the 
* Righteouſneſs which Chriſt hath fulfilled in his own Perſon for us, 
© in the words before ] We deny and boldly affirm it to be the Do- 
&« frine of Devils, and an Arm of the Sea of Corruption, which does 
« now deluge the wholeWorld, This the Bp. does not underſtand to 
be owning Juſtification by Chriſt. He thefore now was glad to 
find Mr. P. more Orthodox in 1698, than he was in 1671. 

Butſays W. P. If the Bp. commends their believing in Chriſt as 

a Propitiation for Sin, he ought not to have cenſured them as ſhort 
in any Fundamental Article of Chriſtian Religion, for that all the reſt 

followfrom,or are comprehended in this, (p.25,26.) Truly he ought. 

For 1, He does not find the Quakers to be fo good art believing 
or drawing due conſequences, or deducing and diſcovering, all 
the particulars, which are comprehended in generals. 2. Ir is 
not true thar all the Fundamentals of Chriſtian Religion, follow 
from, or are comprehended in this DoCtrine, Chrilt 1s our Propi- 
tiation. Some of them ( particularly mentioned by Mr. P. ) do 
not thence follow: as, that there is a Holy Ghoſt, that he con- 


- vinces Men of Sin, &c. Nay, nor that { p. 34.) Thar Chriſt 


is Aſcended; for he might have been a_Propitiation and Sa- 
crifice (as were thoſe under the Law ) and yer never have af- 
cended, no nor roſe again. 3. Torell.Mr. P. thus tnuch as to 
|33 Paper once for all: Implication of Faith is not a Profeſhonof Faith. 
Remote conſequences not mentioned, which yer is pollible may 
be drawn, muſt not be raken for a Confellion of Faith. For he that 
deduces ſuch conſequences, is rhe perlon that truly makes them: 


And in ſuch caſe the Quakers confellton of Faich, would not

be made by themſelves, who only laid down'the Principle, but 
by the perſons who deduced the conſequences ; which conſc- 
quences, the Quakers would have liberty, ro accept or deny 
as they pleaſed: For no one. is bound to.own all the conſequen- 
ces, which ſome will draw from, or affix to, his worlds. 

Which laſt particular ferves for an Anſwer, ro much that fol- 
lows, and fully Vindicates the Bp. for ſaying; that their Con. 
feſſion rouching the. being of GOD ( or of the Firſt Article of the 
Creed ) by reportingiit only thus, That GOD zs, and that He is 
a rewarder of all them that fear Him, is \mperfet. Can any 
thing be more manifeſt, than that here is not a word of GODs 
Creating the preſent World, or Supporting it by his Providence, 
or concerning himſelt about the Inanimate part of it, with a mul- 
tirude of other particulars 2 © Bur ſays Mr. P. ( p. 27.) by the 
* Bps. leave, He that belives in GOD, believes all that's neceſſary 
© to the Supreme Being. The Bp. demands, who knows what 


ſome Men mean by GOD, or will aknowledge neceſſary to the - 


Supreme Being? AGreat Man has told us,that withthe Genrile 
World ( 4.e. far the moſt of Mankind ) what ever was abrve 
human condition, or the commen Peoples underſtanding, was preſent- 
ly calledaGOQD: And ſo they made Thouſands of GODs: Again, 
rake GOD forthe True Supreme Being, cventhey who acknow- 
ledge him ſuch, do notagree in all thote Artribures, which Chri- 
Nlianity teaches of him; For inſtance,not in ſuch an Omniſcience, 
which comprehends the knowledge of all furure contingents, 
nor in ſuch infinite goodneſs and Philanthropy, as moved Him 
to give His only Son by Death, to redeem all Mankind; and 
in many other like points of Revealed Religon ; and in a word, 
whereas Mr. P. 1aith that ZZeb. 11.6. ſecms cxpreſt for a Decla- 
ration of Faith in GOD, The Bp. takes the freedom to inform 
him, that it was nor at all intended for a full confeſſion of Chriſt i- 
an Faith, as to that Atticle thereof, rouching the Being, Nature, 
and Works of GOD; but onely of ſuch an [nitial or Natural 
Faith, which men had or might have without Revelation; for of 
the Faith of ſuch, viz. Abel, and Evoch, and thoſe who lived 
before the Flood, without any Revelation that we read of, he 
there diſcourſes. Now what an ealic prevention of all this im- 
perfection 
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perfection and uncertainty had it been, for Mr. P. and his Party 
to have ſaid, A believe in GDD the Father Almightp/ maker of Pex» 
ven and Earth/ bur this had been coateiling an Article of Faith, . 
ina way beneath their Light. 

Again, the acknowledging future Rewards aud -Puniſhments, 
(.p. 28. 29.) no more infers the Reſurrefion from the Dead, or 
Eternity of 1 orments to the Damned, then any of the former points 
imply, what Mr.\P. would have comprehended in them. The 
Heathens who in theit way demonſtrate the Immorrality of the 
Soul, believed alſo different Eſtates, and ſo Rewards and Pu- 
nilhments in that Immortal Life, yet never thought of che Reſur- 
rection of the Dead ; and-lome of them when they heard of it, 
{cofied atir, and called him a vain Babler,that Preached it to them. 
And-if Mr. P. were a man of ſuch a general Reading, as he pre- 
rends to, he would have known there was one STNESIUS a 
Chriſtian Philoſopher ( to ſay no more) who profeſt, he could 
not beheve the Reſurrection of the Body, though he believed 
all the other Articles of the Apoſtles Creed. And being that 
Mr -P. is 10 well accquainted with the DoCtrines and Books of 
the Socinians, as he pretends to be, the Bp. muſt return his 
Phraſe upon him, that zt is Mr. Ps. fault and next ts impoſſible he 
he ſhould be Ignorant, that thoſe who believe future Rewards and 
Puniſhments, do not all of them believe the future Puniſhments 
Eternal. The Bp. thinks alſo that there was ſuch a Perſon in the 
World as Origen, and others called the Merciful Doffors, who 
believed fururc Rewards and Puniſhments, yer did not belicfe 
what Mr. P. would have inferred thence, the Puniſhment of rhe 
Damned to be Everlaſting. It had been neceſſary therefore for 
him and his Brethren explicitly ro have declared their belief of 
theſe two main Articles, 7he Reſurrettion, aud Eternal Torments, 
even amongit the Truths chiefly believed by them, that. we might 
have known the Quakers to be neirher Heathenxs nor Secinians in 
theſe points; which herein it 1s plain they may be, notwith- 
landing their beiicf, rhart GOD is a rewarder of them who ſeek 
him, 

In the end of p. 29. and all the 30. Mr. P. tragically exclaims 
againſt che Bp. for ſaying, that that Text of the Three that bear

Witneſs in Heaven being one, ( 1 John 5.7.) is not the ſumm of 
what the Holy Scripture reacherh, nor a ſufficient confeſſion of 
faith, of the Holy Trinity. He inſinuates ( which is utterly 
falſe) that the Bp. ſleights that, as bur a by paſlage, or of little 
Credit: ' For the wiping oft Mr. P---s Aiperſions, the Bp. ap- 
peals to what in his Paper he Writ: And furcher fſairh, it is no bold 
attempt in one of his Station (nonor one in a meaner) to ſay, that 
one ſingle Text of Scripture, does not contain all that the Scrip- 
ture teacheth, touching an Article of Faith; or as the matter in 
hand is, a Complication of Doctrines our of Three or more Ar- 
ticles of our Creed. Let Mr. P. infinuate what he pleaſes of 
the Bp. no man of Senſe and Reaſon who conſiders this Text, 
and receives rhe Nicene Creed, and the Thirty Nine Articles of the 
Church of England, can ſay otherwiſe than the Bp. did. For let 
any Perſon read the Nicene Creed, and the Firſt of the Thirty 
Nine Articles, and ſay if A, that is in that Creed and Article 
rouching this Miſtery, be:expreſſed, or apparently i#mplyed in 
that one Text. And finally as to the B--ps ſaying the Apoſtle 
ſpoke, what there he had occaſion to ſay, and what was to his pur- 
poſe, is moſt true. Mer. P. demands what that occaſion, what 
that purpoſe was 2 The Bp. anſwers out of ver. 1. and 5. It was 
to prove that Feſus Chriſt is the Son of GOD, ( this the Apoſtle 
proves by three Witneſſes on Earth, and three Witneſſes in Heaven, 
ver. 6. 7, 8.) and by that means, to ſettle the Faith and Hope 
of Chriſtian Souls in the LORD FESUS. This was his purpole, 
and not fully there to declarethe Doctrine of the Trinity ; which 
is no Where done in any one Text of Scripture, but is to be ga- 
thered out of many. 

- To cut ſhort in theſe inſtances, wherein Mr. P. thought it e- 
nough to. confeſs his-Faith, . by ſuppoling people would be fo 
charitable as to infer from! what he expreſt, that which by no 
rules of realoning would -follow, all the World as well as the 
Bp. have reaſon ro require of Mr. P. and his Party, a more ex- 
plicit confeſſion of Faith xt they expectro.be accounted Chriſtians : 
And that for other reaſons than the Bp. has given : Eſpecially; 
this for-one, Thar a great Perſon amongſt them, © who profeſles 
as concerning their Principles he was deceived by them, _—

* IF. P. holds not one of the Articles of the Chriſtian Creed, 
« ſoundly and intirely, and that none ever more plainly oppug- 
* ned the Doctrine of the Scriptures than W. P. and his Party. Up- 
on ſo cloſe an Evidence as this is, let the World judge, if the 
Bp. be unreaſonable in demanding a better confeſſion of Faith, 
than by meer [rnuendo's, as neceſlary to their being allowed 
Chriſtians. True indeed, now in his Defence Mr. P. tells the 
World he and his Brethren receive all the Articles of the Creed, 
called the Apoſtles, p. 97. But this may be reckoned one of the 
good cftefts, the Bps Paper has had, to bring them to this 
acknowledgment ; and tis to be hoped they will be kept to it.” 

It would be as endleſs as needleſs, and ( beſides ) would 
ſwell chis Paper to too great a Bulk, to follow Mr. P. Page by 

Page, to the End; Replying to all his little Cavils and poor Eva- 
ſions. A more Compendious way therefore muſt be taken. 
Which ſhall be x. By reducing Mr. P---s Antwers and Arguments 
ro ſome Common Heads, or Figures of Speech, whithChe uſes ; 
ſo contemptible in themſelves, as that the inſtances of them 
are anſwered by being ſhewn. And 2, by lingling out the more 
material Points, wherein Mr.P. Enlarges, and fetting them in 
their true Light. | : 

' The ſeveral Heads to which his Anſwers may be reduced, 
are either manifeſt Impieties, or manifold arts of Uncharitableneſs 
and Diſingenuity, much unbecoming a Chriſtian, or even a fair 
Dilputaar. | 

Maaifeſt Impieries are (r.) His fallifying the ſenſe of Scrip- 
ture,and rhen the words of it 1o plainly,that hecannot welt ſeem 
inlenhible 


iples, which by amore diligent ſearch, 
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inſenſible- of ir. himſelf... Thus, whereas- our LORD faid 
Fohy III. 20. Every. one that doeth evil. hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, leſt his deeds ſhould be reproved. ( Which paſ- 


- ſage to-make look. favourably to. his.purpoſe,) he corrupts the 


2.1/t verſe and reads.it thus, He that loves. the Light brings his 
Deeds to the Light, to ſee if they are wrought in GOD. p. 10. 4. 
Whereas the plain meaning of the. Text is no more than, They 
that do evil. ſeek to be hid, ( 1 The. 5.7. They that are Drunken, 
are Druxken in the Night.) They who do well fear not to be ſeen. 
To which ſenſe every Nation has Proverbs, $i fatum eft bonuns 
quorſum tenebris opus eſt; and with us Truth ſeeks not.Corners, with 
many like; now contrary to the ſenſe of Mankind, as well of 
the Holy Ghoſt. W. P. produces this Text as a,proof of the 
Light within, and that it is tobe the Rule and Fudge of our Life 
and Deeds, yea to credit, confirm and expound Scripture. S0 
docs he too with like reaſonableneſs Eph. V. 11, 12, 13. 
( 2. ) His plain reproaching the Holy Spirit 1g the Apoſtles, as 
ro what they taught. Thus when he had no other way to an- 
{wer the Bps Argument, for the Diyine Authority. of. Baptiſm 
by Water, taken from Ads X, 47. 48. he ſays plainly. Ju aZ 
which Peter ſeems more concerned to ſave his own credit, than to re- 
commend or eſtabliſh Water-Raptiſm.. p. 81. A man would think 
this were not expreſſing himlielf reverently on this tender point, or 
as he promiſed. p. 68. Theſe for a Taſt. Single igſtances under 
cach Head, for brevity ſake mult ſuffice. 


Manifgld Arts of Uncharitableneſs and Diſingeauicy, the Bp. 
accounts theſe that follow. 
1. Calumnivus and Spitcful Tnſinuatians, as p. 30. that he 


the Bp. believes not the Thirty Nine Articles, [ yet did IW. P. never 
diſcourſe with him, touching any one of. them ] with many like 
paſſages. 2. Falſe Impurations, p. 69. He downright charges the 
Bp, vor treating the Quakers with Levity and Scorn,. as to the 
Language Tho and Thee. The Bp. Challenges him,to ſhew a light 
or ſcornful Expreſſion in that his Paper. Nay rather than fail W, P, 
will imputc to the Bp. his own uncharitable cenſures of him, 
The Biſhop according to his uſual way of plain dealing, and 
ipeaking home tomens Conſciences, to the cad they may ſearch 
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their Hearts, touching their ſecret and unſeen ſins, which are 
known only to God, and their own Conſciences, dealt roundly 
with the Quakers, and put ſome Queſtions to them, conjuring 
them to pur them to themſelves, and Examine their own Con- 
ſcience. For inſtance, the Bp. has long obſerved, and all Men 
may : obſerve as Notorious, the Quakers eager purſuit of 
wealth, and their etfeftual, wily and tecret ways of getting it. 
Now hercupon he bids chem Examine their Conſciences, ©*Whe- 
& ther their main end and ſtudy by their pretended Mortifications 
* and renouncing the World be not to cnrich themſelves, and 
© to make themlielves a-party conſiderable, &c. This Mr. P. 
makes one of the Bps. cenſures, and then charges it upon the 
Bp. as the worſt conſtruction that the moſt irreligious and profane 
could make of their behaviour. The Bp. did not affix it to them 
and all along avows, that he ſuſpends any Cenſure or Judgment 
of them. He profeſles, it is not his right in this ſenſe to judge. 
But he now demands of Mr. P. whether when Peoples Acti- 
ons are ſuſpicious, it be not reaſonable for, nay the Duty of, a 
faithful Paſtor, to conjure them to examine and judge them- 
ſelycs, which is all the Bp. did. -Yer ſtill Mr. P. goes on in this 
falſe impuratioh p. 117. 7he Bp. (ſays he, ) tells us he will not judg 
us, yet his whole Paper is ene continued Fudgment of us. Sure 
Mr. P. does not know, or will not attend, what judging, as it 
means cenſoriouſneſs, is. The Bp. moſt plainly judged nor 
the Quakers Belief in their Conſciences, but that Form, which Mr. 
P. and his Brethren profeſſed, or (to uſe their own term) decla- 
red, in this Paper. And the Bp. {tands to it, bothrthe Authors 
and the Paper deſerve another kind of Cexſure, then he gave, or 
attempted on Either. Notwithſtanding Mr. P. ſticks not upon 
this very reaſon to charge the Bp. of Irreligion, making them as 
bad as bad can be, &c. p.117. God give Mr. P. more Charity 
and Reaſon ; for this ts plain cen{orioui:iets, and concluding 
withour conſequence. (3) Sly Jecrs,p.27. / would have my Reader 
refiedt on this, though he were as big as a Bp. p. 49. [ No Bp. in 
theſe three Kingdoms has the big and icornful look or deport- 
ment of Mr. P. eſpecially when he 1s in the humour of it.]

Mr, P. anſwers, they ſeveral times call him CHRIST, admires at the 
Bps. palpable miſtake ; Does W. P. then know no difference 
betwixt CHRIST and the CHRIST 2 berwixt calling a Perſon 
by his Name, and acknowledging his Authority, Office and 
Benefits > Again, the Bp. requires them to Embrace and pro- 
feſs the intire Chriſtian Faith,-in the points wherein he has 


ſhewn them defective, that is, as he proved in above two thirds. 


of the Creed. W. P. anſwers, /t would have become the Bp. to 
have told them, what he would have them believe, p. 38. Could 
the Bp. have ſpoke plainer, then he does, when he names the 
Articles of the Creed : which Mr. P. ſay's he. holds, therefore 


knows. 

5. Inconſequent and ny Inferences ſuch are-p—37:” We 
call him the beloved Son of God, the only begotten of the Father — — 
Therefore conceived of the Holy Ghoſt : Mr. P. knows, Solomon 
was named JEDIDIAH, {the Lords beloved.] David ſaid to be 
his begotten Son, Pf.

of Godlineſs and Holyneſs above others, (the thing taxed by 
the weak Bp.) is, when conſidered, a wicked kind of weakneſs, 
or voluntary making fools of Mens ſelves ; together with az 
abuſe of Religion not to be endured : it was therefore no weak- 
nels in the Bp. to tax it, buta groſs one, and more then weak- 
nels in W. P. to defend it. 

To theſe may be added his Cenſures all along, ſavouring of 
nothing, but the heighth of ſpiritual Pride and Uncharitable- 
nels. As, the Bp feels xo ſhare in Chriſt, the glorious Light of 
Men, p.47. He wants Acquaintance with the Spirit of God in his 
worſhip, &c. Frheic and the like Mr. P. muſt account for one 
day. God alone can judge in this cale. 

To trouble a Mans ſelf, to wipe oft ſuch dirt as this, would 
be almoſt as mean an Employment, as to caſt it. "Twill fall oft 
of its own accord. To wave therefore all theſe and many other 
Heads of Mr. Ps unhandſome dealing, which are only a diſad- 
vantage to his cauſe and himſelf,(ro his cauſe that necds ſuch a 
defence, and himſelf that could find no berter,) the main part; 
in his whole Defence, that threaten doing hurt are ; what he 
has of the Light within, of the Sacraments, and of that great 
pw of Difference berwixt the Quakers and the Eſtablſh'd 

1rch. 

As to the firſt of theſe ; the Bp. did ſay and ſtill ſtands to it, 
he knows xot what to make of the Quakers Light within ; But as to 
the true Divine Light, or the Holy Ghoſt convincing People, by the 
Floly Scripture,applied to Conſcience, of Sin, of Righteouſneſs, and of 
Judgment to come, the Bp. acknowledges it, and bleſlerh God 
for his ſhare thereof, Notwithſtanding he cannot yer perceive 
the Quakers, or Mr. P. himſelf know what they mean by Their 
Light. Mr. P. 1s a Man that had Academic Education, as he 
himſelf told the Bp. : and he often pretends to Logze and the 
Art of Diſputing > Now from ſuch a Perſon, when the meaning 
of a Term was demanded, ſome regular definition or explication of 
it, might have been expeted; The Bp. had made four the 
molt rational Conſtructions and ConjeCtures he could deviſe, of 
what they ſhould mean thereby. And diſtin&tly propounded 


theſe, to have drawn out from Mr. P. a diſtin&ter and more de-

finitive ſenſe : Inſtead thereof Mr. P. rejects: all with ſcorn - and 
vile in{inuations, and only heaps up phrates, and words darker 
and of more difficulty and uncertainty than the Term 'it ſelf : 
For their-farcher meaning referring to Barclays Book. The Bp, 
mult rell Mr. P. that his Brother Barclay is guilty of the very 
ſelf-ſame wnintell;gible Banter, or (it that Term pleaſes not) 
Cant, on this head with himſelf ; and no rational Man alive, 
can make ſenſe of what he has writ thereon; it being more con- 
tradictious and inconſiſtent than Mr. Ps account. He in his V. 
Propoſition, which is rouching this Light, firſt, plainly perverts 
the Holy Scripture, adding expreſly a new Term thereto, that 
he may prove Chrilt given as a Light to all : For he readsJohn 
LIE. 16. thus. God ſo loved the World, that he hath given his on- 
ly Son a LIGHT, that whoſeever believeth in him (hould be ſaved. 
As if either the Word a Light were in the Text, or Chrift be- 
ing a Eight only, would have ſaved Men, without his ſuffering 
for ſin ; to whict+that Verſe particularly refers, as its imme- 
diate connexion with Verl. 14, 15. ſhews. Then he miſapplies 
two or three other Texts, to prove this Light Univerſal. And 
in his Diſcourſe on this Propoſition F. 16. thus deſcribes it. 
« We underſtand nor, faith he, this ſeed, Light or Grace to be 
* an Accident, as moſt Men ignorantly do, but a real Spiritual 
<« Subſtance, which the Soul ot Man is capable to feel and ap- 
** prehend, from which that real ſpiritual inward birth in Belie- 
* vers ariſes, called the new. Creature, the new Man in the 
* Heart, Yet this, he tells us-in his V, Propoſition aboye men- 
tioned, is the Purchaſe of Chrifts death for every Man, Lightening 
the Hearts of allin a day : And he adds in his VI. that the Kyow- 
ledge of Chriſt's Death and Sufferings as deolared. in Scripture,is nat 
abſolutely neceſſary for making People partakers of this Light, and 


_ that zhey have erred who have taught it is. He goes on and proves 


it after his way, (FS. 1:4.). to be a Subſtance not an Accident, be- 
cauſe it ſubjiſts, [the Bp..by the way does not think this to be 
Scripture-Language, ſuch wherein, as Mr, P. ſays, they al- 
ways teach, it {ubliſts he ſays ] 7» the Hearts of wicked Men,ever 
whilſt they are in their wickedneſs. Then, of their feeling it, yea 
agen ta/izng, ſmelling, ſecing it, handling by wveriue of it the things 
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of God [which yet are certainly all ſpiricual things] and of their 
certain Experience thereof, and that they are able to make it ap- 

ear to be true, he talks much. Now that our Lord Jclus 
jthould by his deach have purchaſed for all Men and Women a 
new Spiritual Subſtance, which ſubliſts in all even in wicked 
Men, and in a certain day-inlighrens them ail, fo as they may 
be ſaved, and that even without the knowledge of the Goſpel, 
that People ſhould be able to ſmell, and fecl, and handle things 
which being intellectual and immaterial, can no wile be incident 
ro theſe ſenſes, nor are ever fo much as Metaphorically ſaid to 
be ſmelt, or handled, the. Bp. does aver uniatclligible, that is 

Banter. And ſuch is alſo his further Explication of it, F. v2, 
I4. P. 94,95. too long to tranſcribe. And as for their reply 
which muſt be expected, that the Bp. #5 a carnally minded Man, to 
whom all this ſeems ſtrange, it ſhall be anſwered anon. In the 
mean while it mutt be demanded of Mr. P. what is become of 
his double record 2 The knowledge of the Scripture though com- 

for table and profitable is not needful, faith his Brother B. to 
whom he refers the Bp. for better underſtanding their 

Light : Which Light though both of them fay, they tcel and 
can make it appear to be true, the Bp. profetſes ſincerely, he 
can not from any thing they have made appear, apprehend in- 
relligible. Bur by what has been produced out of Bar- 
clay in his own Words it appears Mr. Ps double and agreeing 
Teſtimony of the Light within, and the Scriptures ot truth 
without, is but a new bubble upon the World : A thin leaf of 
Gold,to make the Poyſonous Pill of their Light within go down 
With leſs reluftancy or even luſpicion. 

Yet when he has thus glofs'd the matter, he ſticks not to at- 
ledge all the beſt and firſt Reformers Zwinglius, Luther, Melanch- 
thon, Calvin, Beza, Bucer, Peter Martyr and Eraſmus too, a//s 
our Excellent. Martyrs, viz. Lambert, Rogers, Philpor, Bradford, 
Hooper, Woodman, 6c. to concur in this. Aſſertion and Teſtimo- 
xy ; much at. the ſame rate thar he cites Clemens Romanus, 7er- 
tullianus, Gregory Nazianzen, Clemens Alexandrinus, Auguſtin, 
Gregory the Great, &c. And within a few lines more Petrus Be- 
lonius, Gratian, Cardan, Lyither, wichour producing .one Word

out of them, or referring to any treatiſe or page. Afﬀrer all 
which Pomp Mr. P. muſt not take ir ill, if he be cold, he cites 
Authors like a Man that never read them, or rather like one 
that never ſaw them. Zwing/ius who has writ the leaſt of the 
Foreigners of the firſt Claſs he mentions, has three thick Folio's, 
oftner are they bound in four. Luther, belides the ColleQion of 
his Works printed at Wittenberge, in 7 Folio's, has one more 
of Poſtills; and his Colloquia Menſalia, make up another, and 
there are other leſſer peices not contained in any of rheſe, Cal- 
vin in the Old Edition, eleven Folio's, beſides diverſe French 
Works, never tranſlated into Latin; Now to add no more. 
Being that no Anſwer can be returned to an Argument from 
a Teitimony, till the Teſtimony be produced, which ought to 
be in expreſs Terms, all this Allegation ought to paſs for no- 
thing. Burt becauſe he and his followers may not go on in in- 
ſulting roo much, the Bp. fairly avers, and takes upon him to 
prove, if Mr.P, or his Abetters ſhall deny it, that the princi- 
pal of theſe Authors, we will take the four firſt, (which as to 
time ſhould have been ranged in this a Order, Luther, Me- 
lancthon, Zwinglius and Catvin,) as well as all other the Re- 
formers, or reformed, generally hold, (amongſt other points} 
theſe three that are expreſly contrary ro what the Quakers 
reach of their Light within. They maintain (1) The Necelſlity 
of Reyclation, -or that the Knowledge of God by Scripture is 
neceſiary to Salvation in an ordinary way. This is expreſly 
contrary to a Light within, the purchaſe of Chriſts dearh for 
every Man, enlightning all in a day, even without the Know- 
ledge of Scripture. (2) The Divine Authority of the Holy 
Scriprures, and that all Illuminations of the Spirir, or pretended 
motions thereof are to 'be tryed by the written Word. This 
is contrary to making an Imaginary Light within the Rule.of 
Mens Actions, and that even withour (or ſometimes, as it 
comes to pals in their Yagaries, againſt) Holy Scripture. (3) 
The Scriptures being its own Expoſitor ; or that particular 
Texts are to be interpreted by others, or: by the Analogy of 
Faith, and not by a private pretended Light of Mens own. 


If they thall ſay, the Bp. wrongs them, in 1aying, they make 
their

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their Light within W the Rule of their Actions at any time, 
without or againtt-Holy Scripture, beſides what may be pro- 
duced out of their Books by way of Doctrine, ( and particu- 
larly out of W. P.p.105. ) Ler them anſwer amongſt others, 
to theſe two matters of Fact, known all over the County of Cork. 
One Might.on a certain Lords-Day, in the time of Divine Wor- 
ſhip, ſtripping himſelf and leaving his Cloaths with his Brother 
in the Church-Yard,came wrapt in his Cloak, into the middle of 
the Congregation,and placing himſelt before the Miniſter,then in 
the Pulpir, after ſome time threw off his Cloak, and ſtood 
there ſtark naked ( not ſo much as covering his Pudexda ) but 
crying out Behold here the naked truth. Again Workman 
in the Town of Koſs in the ſame County, gave out for a Mira- 
cle,he would Faſt (3. e. Eat nothing) for Forty Days; and having 
Faited many of them, being examined, utterly denyed he had 
Eaten any thing, onely ſaid he had waſhed his Mouth with Wa- 
ter : Bur though he-gave oft before the Forty Days were near 
at an end, yet it was diſcoyered, that in a Rick of Beans near 


" his Chamber, he had made a great Hole, and devoured a ſuita- 


ble quantity of them. If thele Men a&ted by a ftrong impulſe of 
mind, as the Firſt of them is reported to have ſaid he did, the 
Bp. demands of Mr. P. Whether every ſtroug impulſe of mind is 
to be followed, as being the Light within 2 If not, what Rule haye 
we to try the Light within by 2 If it be faid Scripture ; agreed : 
But can Mr. P. produce a double and agreeing Record for thele, 
and the like Actions ? If he cannor, let him no longer palliate 
matters ; bur inſtead of ſeeking excuſes, confets plainly the 
ground of his Brethrens miſcarriage, to be the dangerous prin- 
ciple he and they have taken up, and let him profets he is now 
for reforming it ; but let him and them do ir thorowly and et- 
fetually : For there is no project fo wild that their pretend- 
ed Light within may not lead them into. The Bp. could with- 
in this County have aſſigned more Frantick, yea immoral 1n- 
ſtances, the ettects of thus pretended Light, bur for diverſe rea- 
{ons he has forborn them. And this is all he now thinks-need- 
ful to fay, as to the Light within. 


Bur Mr, Ps Citing of. Authors being now mentioned, no- 
tice

tice ſhould be given of his repeated Cuifffing, as well as'Un- 
faithfulneſs, in citing another particular Writer againſt the Bp, 
His Cunning ( and Mr.'P. ought to have remembred who late: 
Printed that amongſt his Maxims, Cunning Borders upon X navery 
41 that he never produces his Authors Words : And his unfarth- 
fulneſs in repreſenting the ſenſe widely ditterent, if got contrary 
ro what it is. Oxzelius in his Notes on Minutius Felix tells us, 
the Primitive Chriſtians forboxe the Heatheniſh Cuſtoms, and 
Particularly therefore they rejected the Cuſtom of Crowning their 
Dead with Garlands: This Mr. P. refers to ( if he refer to any 
thing to be found in that Aurhor ) to Juſtifie the Quakers at- 
£eing Dreſſes, dittcrent from other Chriſtians of their degree : 
Is there no difference betwixt Idolatrous Rites, and the inno- 
cent Faſhions of Chriſtians ordinary Apparrel! Bur to return to 
Minutius, whereas Czcilius the Heathen had there objected to 
the Chriſtians, that as ſoon as they ſaw one anorher, they knew 
cach other | Occultis notis & inſignibus ] by ſecret Marks and 
Signes; Oftavius the Chriſtian Anſwers, they knew one another 
onely by their Iunocence and Humility, not by any Bodily Mark. 
This the Bp. takes ro be rather againſt the Quakers ſingularity in 
Dreſſes, Faſhions and Behaviour ; And as to their Language afs 
ter all Artifices, Mr. P. has not been able to produce, (which 
was apreſling point of his Buſineſs ) one Precedent or Shadow 
of a Teſtimony, that the Primitive Chriſtians uſed not the ordi- 
nary Civilitics in their commoa Diſcourſe and:Salutations ; bur 
affected a different Style or Way by themſelves. Contrarily he 
might have remembred, that the beloved Diſciple , being 


to Write to a Chriſtian Siſter of Quality, Salutes her by an In- - 


icription, 7o the Elett Lady. 

The next Head worth taking notice is Baptiſm, Touching 
which the Bp. ſincerely profeſies, he-Mourns to ſee Men 1o 
hardned as it appears,. by Mr. Ps. wreſting Scripture to elude 
the Truth, he 1s, in this matter : Mr. P. firit in a manner con- 
felles himicif put to his Shifrs ——— 7 am ſenſible of the diſad- 
vantage 7 am under, &C. faith he, p. 68. yet procceds he to ſhitfr 
on ; But to reduce all into as ſhort a compals as may be: The Bp. 
had ayouched thole words of our LORD Matth. XXVIIL 19.

to be an Inſtitution and Command of Baptiſm with Water: 
And gaye two ſubſtantial reaſons, which he holds to. ©& x. Bap- 
« tifing with the Holy Ghoſt (faid the Bp,) was not in the Apo- 
* ſtles-power. Therefore it-could not be the thing commanded 
* them. -2. Baptiſing with Water was the Apoſtles and Primi- 
* tive-Practice,and has been ever ſince,the Practice of the Church. 
To the Firſt of theſe Mr. P. an{wereth it is not true, and to 
make that good alledges As X. 44. While Peter yet ſpake theſe 
words, the Holy Ghoſt fell on all thoſe that heard the word: Hence 
he infers that Peter Baptiled Cornelius with the Holy Ghoſt 
Now was there ever any thing more imperrinent and inconſe- 
quent ? While Peter ſpake, &c. the-Foly Ghoſt fell on them, &C. 
Therefore ( which was the Point to be proved ) was it Peter's Act, 
and in his power to Baptile with the Holy Ghoſt : No; The Spirit 
breatheth where it liſteth John 111.8: But GOD, ſays Mr. P. by the 
Apoſtles did Baptiſe Believers with the Holy Ghoſt, Did he ſo ? 
Then 'twas GOD Bapriſed them with the Holy Ghoſt,and not rhe 
Apollles. They were only inſtruments at pleaſure; as long as the 
Act was not principally theirs, it cannot be concluded hence to 
haye been in their power. Baptifing with the Holy Ghoſt and with 
Fire (the words Mr. P. alledges p. 69. and runs upon) was a ſpe- 
cial Prerogative of our Lord Chriſt, predicted only ot him 
Matth. IV. 11. and fulfilled only by him ( As II. ) not by any 


| man ever living. The Bps. Firſt Reaſon then is true. 


But his Second ( ſays Mr. P.) ſeems to be defeftive and ſhort, 
yet all the ſubſtance that Mr. P, ſpeaks in 12 or 13 Pages to 
prove it 1o, is, Practice is no Inſtitution. Nor was the Bp. ſo weak 


: &3to pretendit is. But by Mr. Ps. leave, continued Practice

** the Apoſtle Paul, which muſt be his miſtake. Whereto. the Bp.. 


ſays, To, report his words thus, is not Mr. Ps. miſtake, bur in 
all appearance his wilful prevarication.

Bur'in the Con- 
ſtantinopolitan Creed which was Compiled about the Year 379 
or 380, when Re-bapriſing of Herericks had been for ſome time 
matter of Controverlie, and had turmoil'd the Church, iris ex- 
preſt, / believe one Catholick- Church ; TI acknowledge one Baptiſm 


forthe Remiſſion of Sins. Fhar is,Perlons being once Baptiſed, and 


thereby ingrafted into the Church, ought not to be Baptiſed 
again; whiclr is the true ſenſe of one Baptiſm, and not what Me. 
P. ſuggeſts. Further, were Mr. P. ſuch a thorough read Man as 
he would ſeem, the Creeds of the Waldenſes, ro whom hewould 
have us(as he pretends) more conformable, might haveſarisfied 
himin this point. In one of which, preſented by them ro Uladiſ/lans 
King of Fuxgary- ( extant in Faſcic: Rerum expet : & fugiend. 
P. 162. )- there are two diſtin& Articles,one of Baptiſm,the other 
of the Euchariſt, too large to be here inferted. And in another 
more brief which is to be ſeen in Hovedens: Annalls, fol. 319. we 
have theſe words. © We believe that no.man 1s ſaved who 
** Eats not the Body of CHRIST, which Body- is-not Conſe- 
* crated but in the Church, and by a Prieſt. We believe alſo 


* {aved by Baptiſm: This Creed is alſo produced by Arch-Biſhop 
Uſher, in his learned Book De ſucceſs : & ſtar. Chriſt. Eccl. cap. 8. 
To mention the Creeds of other Churehes,. would ſtgnific lictle 
in Mr. Ps. opinion: and the Bp. knows not how much-Amthority, 
he will allow the poor Waldey/ſes now, when he finds they are 
againſt him; bur lethimake it as he pleaſes, he muſt know the 
conſent of all Chriſtians, from rhe time of the firſt Inſtitution of 
the Lord's-Supper, as has been {hewa, runs againſt this his Per- 
verſion of the Text. To ſumm up all- mn-bricf thar has been 
now ſaid, of the Sacraments. The'Bp. ſays to Renounce or 
caſt oft-the outward Badges: of the Profeſſion of Chriſtianity,
